Philadelphia, June 22. — Chairman 
IxKlpe called the convention to order 
at 10:38 a m. The prayer was offered 
hy Archbishop Kyan, of Philadelphia. 

Senator Lodge announced the next 
order was the nomination of presi- 
dential candidates, and Senator For- 
aker was recognized. As he took the 
platform the convention cheered. He 
nominated William McKinley for pres- 
ident of the United States. When Mr. 
Foraker concluded his speech the con- 
Tention arose and cheered enthu- 
siast ically, all waving fans. The dem- 
onstration grew exciting when Sena- 
tor Hanna seized one of the plumes

and waved it from the stage. The 
greatest excitement was when the 
state banners were carried to the 
atage. 

At 11:26 Gov. Roosevelt was rec- 
ognized. There was another enthu- 
siastic demonstration when he took 
the platform and seconded the nom- 
ination of William McKinley. 

Senator Thurston, of Nebraska, fol- 
lowed Roosevelt's seconding McKin- 
le 3 ’'s nomination. 

John W. Yerkes, of Kentucky, made 
a seconding speech. 

Delegate Knight, of California, sec- 
onded McKinley. 

Gov. Mount, of Indiana, seconded 
McKinley. 

The roll of states was then called 
lor president, and each state voted for 
McKinley all the way down the roll. 
_gt‘i tjtor JxKjgc qnnouueed that Mc- 
"YinUy was hominated unanimouslv. 

Col. Lafayette Young, of lowa, at 
12:56 took the platform to nominate 
Roosevelt for vice president. 

When ilr. Young named Roosevelt 
there was another demonstration. 
Banners were carried about the hall

Michael J. Murray, of Massachu- 
setts, seconded Roose\'elt’s nomina- 
tion. 

J. M. Ashton, of Washington, with- 
drew Dart let t Tripp and seconded 
Roosevelt's nomination. 

The delegates still choked the aisles, 
grasping Gov. Roosevelt's hands, and 
with dirticiiltv' the chairman restored 
quiet and recognized Butler Murray, 
of Massachusetts, for a speech second- 
ing the nomination of Roosevelt. He 
spoke in behalf of “old Xew England” 
and his vigorous sentences elicited an- 
other demonstration lor the Rough 
Rider candidate. 

After the speech of Mr. Murray, of 
3* ssachusetts. Gen. James M. -\sh- 
ton, of Washington, was recognized, 
and he also seconded the nomination 
of Roosevelt. 

Senator Depew, of New Y'ork, also 
seconded the nomination of Roose- 
relt. 

Depe*w. at 1:50, concluded, and the 
roll was then called for vice president. 
The nomination of Roo$«evelt was 
unanimous, with the exception of one 
missing vote of New Y'ork — the indi- 
▼idnal vote of Roosevelt. Chairman 
Lodge then declared Roosevelt nomi- 
nated for vice president of the United 
States. 

On motion of Col. Dick. Senator 
Lodge was placed at the head of the 
committee to notify the president of 
bis nomination, and Senator Wolcott 
at the heed of the committee to noti- 
fy the vice presidential nominee. 

Resolntion of thanks to Mr. Lodge 
and to Mr. Wolcott for^ their able 
aenices as presiding officers were 
unanimously adopted, also thanks to 
Mayor Ashbridge, of Philadelphia, for 
the hospitality of the city, and to all 
officials of the convention. This 
closed the work, and at 2:14, on mo- 
tion of Sereno Payne, of New York, 
the republican national coDveotion 
fit 19W adjoamed siae die. 



I FIRE IN PITTSBURGH. 

I 

I names in the Business Portion Caused 
! a Loss of Aliont a Quarter of a 
! Million Dol’ars. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., June 23. — Fire 

broke out in the five-story Eichbaum 
building, 242 Fifth avenue, about 1:30 
I o'clock Friday afternoon, and 15 min- 
■ utes later spread to DuflTs college 
; building, Piatt's resturant, the Ex- 
: change national bank, A. M. Murdock, 

; florist, and the Uus.sey building. The 
flames burned fiercely and the occu- 
pants of the buildings were forced 
to fly for their lives. Several persons 
ire reportetl to have been caught in 
the Duff building and 5t is feared 
were burned to death. 

Only the roof of the First National 
bank building was on fire and the 
flames were quickly extinguished, 
j Firemen are now on the roof, and it 
! is thought the danger of the flames 
again crossing the street is over. 

I The flames caused an estimated loss 
of several hundred thousands of dol- 
lars, and for a time threatened to wipe 
out the entire square of handsome 
buildings, bounded bj* Fifth avenue. 
Diamond, Wood and Market streets, 
i .\t 1 o'clock flames were discovered 
issuing from the rear of the Eich- 
baum building. No. 242 Fifth avenue. 
The structure was of iron and brick, 

‘ six stories in height, and occupied by 
J)ufT s college, and the Holmes Jllect- 
tric Protective company. 

Ten minutes after the fire broke 
out, the entire building was in flames, 

1 and the adjoining structures, the Ex- 
; change national bank, Hussey build- 
ing, Piatt's saloon and restaurant 
and M. Murdock’s flower store, 
were on fire, and the flames were 
burning so fiercely that little hope 
was entertained of <saving any of 
them. Five minutes later the flames 
leaped across Fifth avenue and the 
roof of the magnificent eight-story 
iron building of the First national 
bank was seen to be on fire. 

The fire started in the rear of the 
Eichbaum building facing on Din- 
inon street. The building was being 
remodeled for a telephone office at 
an ex|H*nse of many thousand dol- 
lars. As sooA as the alarm was given 
the money and valuables in the Ex- 
change bank were placed in the vaults 
in safety. 

.\t 2:25 the fire was apparently un- 
der control, after gutting the Eich- 
baum and Duff buildings. When the 
fire was discovered fifty students were 
on the fifth floor of Duff's college. 
.V panic ensued, but beyond a few 
brui.ses and contusions all reached 
the street in safety. 

.\t 1:50 p. m. the flames cros.sed the 
street, and in a few minutes the hand- 
some iron structure of the First na- 
tional bank on the corner of Fifth 
avenue and Wood street was in flames. 

CUTTING DOWN EXPENSES. 

Twentv-8iv Under Profesnors at the 

Havana 1 niversity With Biff 

Halarie* Diseharffed. j 

Havana, June 23. — The postal frauds 
have rather swamped the scandal ex- 
isting in the university, which has 
l>cen the milking ground for .some of 
the best men in Cuba, who, as under 
professors, received $24.CKH) a year 
each. There were 72 of the.se 
professors and 24 assistants, some of 
them having no cla.sses at all. and 
others only one or two students. 
Many of the professors drew other 
government salaries. When this was 
called to (Jen. Wooil’s attention he 
immediately inaugurated reforms, 
which resulte<l in cutting down the 
list to 46, including assistants, whicll 
is enough, consitlering that there are 
only 4.50 students. For instance, in- 
struction in (ireek was dividieil into 
three parts, history, grammar and 
literature. It is now combined under 
one professor of Greek. 

BOTH BADLY HURT.

Thirty-Five People Killed on the 
Southern Near McDonough, Ga. 



Every Person on the Entire Train, 

Except the Ocenpanta of the 
Pallinnn Car, l*eriahed in 
the Dlaaater. 

Atlanta, Ga., June 25 . — A passenger 
train on the Macon branch of the 
Southern railway ran into a washout 
one and a half miles north of McDon- 
ough, Ga., Saturday night, and wa.s 
completely wrecked. The wreck 
caught fire and the entire train, with 
the exception of the sleeper, was de- 
stroyed. Every person on the train 
except the occupants of the I’ullmau 
car perished. Not a memlier oi the 
train crew e.scapcd. Thirty -five per- 
sons in all were killed. 

The train left Macon at 7:10 and 
was due in Atlanta at 9:45. McDon- 
ough was reached on time. .\t this 
point connecMon is made for Colum- 
bus. Ga., and here every night the 
Columbus train is coupled on and 
hauled through to Atlanta. Saturday 
night, however, for the first time in 
many months, the Columbus train 
was reported two hours late on ac- 
count of a washout on that branch, 
and the Macon train started to At- 
lanta without its Columbus connec- 
tion. Tremendous rains of daily oc- 
currence for the past two weeks have 
swollen all streams in this part of 
the south, and several wa.shouts have 
been reported on the different roads. 
Camp's creek, which runs into the 
Ocmulgee, was over its banks and its 
waters had spread to all the lowlands 
through which it runs, .\bout a mile 
and a half north of McDonough the 
creek conies somewhat near the 
Southern tracks, and, running along- 
side it for some distance, finally passes 
away under the road by a heavy stone 
culvert. A cloudburst broke over that 
■ section of the country about 6 o'clock 
Saturday night, and, pre.sumably, 
shortly after dark washed out a sec- 
tion of the track nearly 100 feet in 
length. Into this the swiftly moving 
train plunged. The storm was still 
raging and all the car windows were 
closed. The passengers went to death 
without an instant’s warning. 

The train, consisting of a baggage 
car, second-class coach, first-class 
coach and a Pullman sleeper, was 
knocked into kindling wood by the 
fall. The wreck caught fire a few* 
minutes after the fali, and all the 
coaches were burned except the Pull- 
man car. Every person on the train 
except the occupants of the Pullman 
car perished in the disaster. 

EXCURSION TRAIN WRECKED, i 

Elffkt Pemonx Were Killed and 
Tkirty-Foar Otbera Injured 
Year Green Bay, Wl«. 

Green Bay, Wis., June 25. — A north- 
bound pas.senger train on the Chicago 
& North w’e.stern road loaded with ex- 
cursionists bound for the saengerfest 
in this city collided at 10:15 o’clock 
Sunday morning with a freight train 
at Depere, five miles south of here. 
Eight persons were killed outright 
and thirty-four were injured. 

The accident happened just as the 
passenger train was pulling into the 
station. A double-header freight was 
backing into a side track to let the 
pas.senger by, but had not cleared the 
main track. Those injured were near- 
ly all in the second coach. When the 
two trains came together the first 
car, which was a combination smoker 
and baggage, was driven through the 
second coach, where the loss of life 
occurred. The dead were taken out 
of the wreck and to an undertaking 
establishment at Depere. The injured 
were first taken to the Depere high 
school, which was convert^ into a 
temporary hospital, and later were 
brought to St. Vincent’s hospital in 
this city. None of the trainmen were 
injuretl, the engine crews jumping in 
time to save themselves. Both en- 
gines were badly damaged and two 
conches were broken into kindling 
wood. 

The Work of W'hitecnpx. 

Nashville, Tenn., June 24. — Great 
excitement prevails at Quebec, a small 
tow:; near Sparta, Tenn., over the 
work of whitecaps in that vicinity. 
Ten or 12 men, wearing white caps, 
visited the homes of Charles George, 
Floyd Davis and Clark Davis, and 
after dragging the men into the 
wooils, beat George and Floyd Davis 
almost to death. They took Clark 
Davis’ measure for a coffin. The rea- 
son given for the whipping is that the 
men were lazy, and woum not work 
or provide for their families. 

.Another .%dvmnce on Coomaxste. 

Prahsu. June 25. — Sufficient supplies 
have at last been collected, and the 
final advance to open communications 
with Coomassie will begin at once. 
On the road from Ashanti to Kwahou 
are three villages where are gathered 
some 2,000 fighting men who have 
practicetl the rites of fetish worship 
and pledged themselves to help the 
Ashantis. 

Captured by Rebeix. 

Caracas, Venezuela, June 24. — The 
Colombian revolutioni.sts have occu- 
pied Buearamanga, on the Venezuelan 
frontier. Cucuta, i town in the de- 
partment of Santander, also on the 
Venezuelan frontier, continues in pos- 
session of the revolutionists. 

Cblnexe Ship Captured. 

Berlin, June 24. — In naval circles at 
Kiel it is stated that the cruiser 
Hansa has driven n Chinese ship 
ashore and captured a second, and 
that 50 Chinese were killed and 70 j 
wounded. ' 



TRANSVAAL SITUATION. 

Tbe British Forcex Are Makinff Ad* 
xnneex. the Boerx Fleeinff 
Before Them. 

London, June 23. — Gen. Buller’s ad- 
vance to Sandspruit is almost the on- 
ly fresh point in the military situa- 
tion in South Africa. His march is in 
the direction of Standerton, which 
commands the road northward from 
Vrede. Lord Roberts has announced 
his plan of operations already, and 
the occupation of Heidelberg by for- 
ces from Johannesburg may confi- 
dently be expected within 48 hours. 
The remnants of Presidents Kruger’s 
and Steyn’s armies will then be sep- 
arated and gradually hemmed in and 
disarmed. The process ought not to 
require much time, as the Dutch for- 
ces in the two sections cau not now 
number more than ten thousand men. 

Military men are not surprised by 
the delay on the British line. They 
assert that the business of feeding 
over 200,000 soldiers in a country 
where food is scarce is a most seri- 
ous undertaking. The magnitude of 
the Briti.sh army is a hindrance to 
its mobility and to decisive opera- 
tions, since the transuort prob- 
lem is one of enormous diffi- 
culty and prevents rapid work. Gen- 
erals Roberts and Buller, moreover, 
are compelled to go slowly and dis- 
arm the Burgher% day by day. Im- 
mense districts are to be pacified and 
the arms must be secured from every 
house on the line of march. 

Rumors have been revived that 
Generals Botha and Dewet will sur- 
render their forces if they can gain 
any points by negotiating, but these 
appear to be premature. Dewet ha.s 
not yet l>een thoroughly beaten, and 
Botha came near surrounding 
French’s troops during the last bat- 
tle. The story that the bridge on 
the Delagoa railway was blown up by 
the premature explosion of a mine 
is hardly creditable. 

London, June 25, — The Transvaal 
I military incidents are summed up of- 
ficially by lx)rd Roberts in the follow- 
ing message to the war office: 

‘‘Ih-etcria, Sunday, 11:30 a. m.— Bul- 
ler reached Standerton June 22. He 
found a good deal of rolling stock. 
All the Dutch residents had left the 
town. 

“The British prisoners captured 
since our occupation of Pretoria have 
been taken to Machadodorp. 

“Ian Hamilton occupied Heidelberg 
Saturday. The enemy fled, pursued 
by our mounted men six or seven 
miles. The previous day Broadwood’s 
cavalry had a skirmish with the ene- 
my, dispei-sing them completely and 
capUiring six. 

“The enem}’ attacked our post at 
Honingspruit, and before reinforce- 
ments arrive<l from Kroonstad they 
had burned three culverts. These had 
all been repaired by this afternoon.” 

.\ dispatch from Cape Town, dated 
yesterday, says: “The British cas- 

ualties at Honingspruit were 37 killed 
and woundecl.” 

Lord Roberts and Commandant Gen. 
Louis Botha are still exchanging let- 
ters.

AT SAN DIEGO HARBOR. 

Plan^ to Be Drawn for Battery of 

Two :4-Ineh Gnnx to Be Located 
On Xorth Ixland. 

Sandiego, Cal., June 24. — Capt. J. 
,T. Meyler has been directed by the 
war department to have plans drawn 
for a battery of two 3-inch guns to 
be located on North island, at the 
entrance of Sandiego harbor. The 
guns will not only command the en- 
trance to the harbor, but will be able 
to destroy any small craft that might 
steal up under the 10-inch guns of Ft. 
Rosecrans, located directly across the 
channel. These big guns can not be 
depressed sufficiently to hit a ship 
at close range, and the three-inch 
guns will be placed to solve this 
problem. 

San Spotx Chnnffe. 

Memphis. Tenn., June 24.— David 
Flanery, a local astrometer, reports 
that the group of sun spots, which 
was visible Monday, appears now' as 
two large spots in the southwest 
quadrant of the sun, all the small 
Spots having disappeared. Another 
large spot has appeared in the north- 
west quarter. 

Five Children Burned to Death. 

Solomonrille, A. T., June 24.— The 
residence of Mrs. Collier at Tacher 
was burned and five small children 
perished in the fiames. 



SITUATION IN CHINA. PBOFESSlOMlvCIUDS. 



Ten Thousand Foreign Troops Are 
Now in the Vicinity of Pekin. 



Adm. Kempff Reportx the Klllinff of 
Four Aniericnnx and the Woand- 
idff of Seven Utherx in an Ani- 
bnxeade Year Tien Txln. 

London, June 25. — The position of 
the international force in the section 
of Northern China, where 10,000 men 
are striving to keep a footing and to 
succor the legations in Pekin, appears 
to increase in j>eril with every fresh 
di.spatch. Pekin has not been heard 
from direct for 14 days. The last <lis- 
patch was one imploring aid. .\dm. 
Seymour's column of 2,000 was last 
heard from 12 days ago. At that time 
it was surrounded midway between 
I’ekin and Tien Tsin. Possibly now it 
has reacheil Pekin. 

'rhe ,3,000 internationals at Tien Tsin 
were hard pressed and fighting for 
their lives on Thursday, and a reliev- 
ing force of less than a thousand had 
been beaten back to Taku Friday. 
Observers on the spot think that 100,- 
000 men would not be too many to 
grasp China firmly. 

The admiralty has received the fol- 
lowing from the British rear admiral 
at Taku: 

“Che-Foo, June 25. — Only one rumor 
has got through from Tien Tsin for 
five days. No information could be 
obtained except that the foreigrn set- 
tlement had been almost ejitirely de- 
stroyed and that our people were 
lighting hard. 

“News is received as this telegram 
is dispatched that an attempt to re- 
lieve Tien Tsin on .Tune 22 was re- 
pulsed with some loss.” 

The telegram also said: “The allied 
admirals are working in perfect ac- 
cord, with the Russian vice admiral 
as senior officer.” 

Washington, June 25. — The navy de- 
partment .‘Sunday afternoon issued the 
follow'ing bulletin: 

“A telegram from Adm. Kempff, 
date<l ('he-Foo, .Tune 24, says: 

“ ‘In ambuscade near Tien Tsin, on 
the 21st, four of Waller’s command 
killed and seven wounded. Names 
will be furnished as soon as received. ! 
Force of 2,000 going to relieve Tien 
Tsin to-day. Kempff.’ ” 

The secretary of the navy has or- 
dered Adm, Remey to go with the 
Brooklyn »o Taku and to tender to 
Gen. Mac.-\rthur conveyance of any 
army troops which the Brooklyn can 
carry. 

Washington, June 24. — Several im- 
portant communications have been re- 
ceived by the .secretary of state justi- 
fying the attitude a.ssumed by this 
government, that, technically speak- 
ing, a state of war doos not exist be- 
tween the United States and China. 
The viceroys who have their seats of 
government at Nanking and Wn 
Chang, and who govern the five great 
provinces in the Yang Tse Kiung 
region, have assured this government 
that they arc determineil and per- 
fectly able to preserve onler in their 
jurisdictions, and protect the lives 
ami property of foreigners. In reply 
to this they have lieen a.ssured that, 
.so long as they are able to main- 
tain onler and protect life and prop- 
erty in the provinces under their con- 
trol. the government of the I'nited 
States will .send no troops into that 
region, and will ii.se its influence with 
the other jiowers in same direction. 

-Vnoiher eommunicution of great 
im|K)rtance was receiveil from Li 
Hung Chang, the viceroy of Canton, 
who gives his personal assurance that 
the firing upon the foreign fleets at 
Taku was not authorize<l by the Chi- 
nese government. He desires the au- 
thority of the powers to proceed to 
Pekin for the purpose of putting an 
end to the disturbances there, a pur- 
pose in which his great influence Imth 
with the court and w'ith the people 
gives a certain promise of success. 

The United States, and it is be- 
lieved the other powers, have as.sent- 
e<l to this proposition of Li Hung 
Chang, and he is suppo.sed to have 
starteil for Pekin. 

-■\dm. KempfTs dispatch stating 
that an engagement had occiirreil 
near Tien 'Fsin and that another was 
about to occur, sent a thrill of ex- 
jH*ctancy throughout official circles 
here. Other dispatches had been re- 
ceived giving additional detail, but 
these were not made public, as the}’ 
did not shetl light u)K>n the engage- 
ment itself, but more on the move- 
ments of 'forces. The official infor- 
mation gave no clue, however, as to 
the extent of any casualties which 
maj' have been suffered by the .\mer- 
ienn forces engaged, and this was 
taken to indicate that the lo.ss was lit- 
tle or nothing in the face of such an 
illy-efjuippifl foe. 

Maj, Waller, in command of the 
.\merican marines who participated 
in the fight, is known here as a brave 
and efficient officer, whose coolness 
and daring was displayed daring the I 
battle of Santiago when he command- 
ed the marines on board the battle- 
ship Indiana. The marines referred 
to in the cable are the 130 men taken 
by the .Solace from Manila at the first 
call for reinforcements.

Filipinos Held in Mani l a -,

Manila, June 22. — Gen. Mac Arthur 
Thursday formally announced Presi- 
■ent McKinley’s order of amnesty. 
Buencamino, Paterno and other prom- 
inent Filipino leaders are greatly 
pleased, as thej* believe that, under 
the amnesty, they can bring about 
the surrender of Aguinaldo, who, 
thej' declare, is ready and willing to 
-consider the peace platform adopted 
by the Filipino leaders with a few in- 
signitieant exceptions. • 

Manila, June 22. — Tw'o hundred Fil- 
ipinos met this morning in Manila to 
-determine honorable and decorous 
methods for securing peace. The re- 
sults w’ero submitted later to Gen. 
Mac Arthur, who accepted them. 

The leaders of the meeting will use 
their influence to induce Aguinaldo 
to accept the arrangements. If they 
are successful, as they hope to be, 
they believe .\guinaldo will issue or- 
der in conjunction with the Ameri- 
can authorities for the cessation of 
hostilities. 

The meeting, which was the first 
of the kind since the days of the Fil- 
ipino congress, was composed of the 
distinctly revolutionary element, the 
“Americanists” being lacking. Thir- 
ty political prisoners were released 
from jail this morning in order to at- 
tend. Senor Paterno presided, and 
Senor Buencamino, the originator of 
the movement; Senor Flores. Gen. 
l*io del Pilar, Gen. Garcia, Gen. Ma- 
cabulos and other prominent re%'olu- 
tionists were present. It was pointed 
out that the questions to be consid- 
ered were military and civil, the mil- 
itary being concerned with a cessa- 
tion of hostilities and the civil with 
the determination of the political 
status of the Filipinos. The imme- 
diate object of the meeting was to 
effe<*t peace, and subsequently the 
leaders could consult with the civil 
commission as to politk-al matters. 

It was evident that Senor Paterno 
was convinced that he could obtain 
Aguinaldo’s sanction to a peace based 
upon the following seven elauses, 
which, after four hours, were unani- 
mously accepted as compatible with 
an honorable peace: 

1. Amnesty. 

2. The return by the Americans to 
Filipinos of conni»cated property. 

3. Employment for the re\'olution- 
ary generals In the navy and milftia 
when established. 

4. The application of the Filipino 
revenues to succor needy Filipino sol- 
diers. 

5. A guaranU»e to the Filipinos of 
the exercise of personal rights accord- 
ed to Americans by their constitu- 
tion. 

6. Establishment of civil govern- 
tnents at Mauila and in the provinces. 

7. Expulsion of the friars. 

The statement of the seventh con- 
dition was vociferously ac-clainied. the 
entire assembly shouting “Expel! 
Expel!” 

Manila. June 25. — Gen. MacArthur 
has given a formal answer to the I'il- 
ipino lea<lers who last Thurs<lay sub- 
mitted to him p«*.ace propo.sals that 
had b«‘en approved earlier in the da 3 * 
bv a meeting of representatives. In 
his replv he assured that all ])crsonaI 
rights under the Tnited States con- 
stitution, except trial by jury and the 
r»ght to l>ear arms, would be guaran- 
teed them. The promoters of the 
peace movement are now' engaged in 
reconstructing the draft of the seven 
clan«es siibmitte<] to Gen. MacArthur 
in such a wa\- as to render it accept- 
able to both sides. The seventh 
cHuse, providing for the expulsion of 
the friars, Gen. Mac.Xrthur rejected 
on the ground that the settlement of 
this question rests with the commis- 
sion headed by Judge Taft.

Many Promlaaat Mea Will Attend 
the Rennlon of the Blue and 

the Gray at Atlanta. 

Atlanta, Ga., June 23. — A committee 
of prominent citizens will go to Wash- 
ington to invite President McKinley 
and his cabinet to Atlanta, July 20, to 
attend a reunion of the blue and gray. 
After calling upon the president, the 
committee will go to Albany and se- 
cure, if possible, from Gov. Roosevelt 
an acceptance of a similar invitation. 

The reunion is to be held on the fa- 
mous battle field of Peachtree creek, 
and a genuine Georgia barbecue will 
be spread in the trenches over which 
the contending armies fought 36 
3 'cars ago. The reunion committee 
has already received manv* letters of 
acceptance from commanders on both 
sides, among them being Gen. O. O. 
Howard, Gen. Stewart, Gen. Joseph 
Wheeler and Gen. Stephen D. Lee. In 
a communication Gov. Mount, of In- 
diana, who was the first man to cross 
the Chattahooehe as the federal army 
neared .Atlanta, sa^'s: 

“It will be a great pleasure to me 
to meet iu friendship and unity the 
men 1 met in hostile combat 36 j'cars 
ago. So country on earth can pre- 
sent such a scene. It seems that God 
is ruling the destiny of the nation and 
has a great mission for our united 
eountrv' to accomplish. It is now the 
dutj' of everj' patriot to seek to unify 
and strengthen the bonds of fraterni- 
ty' between the once divided sections 
of the country. We are bound tor 
gether by the ties of commerce, by 
the ties of blood, and I rejoice that 
we are united in patriotic devotion to 
our country.

Hepburn, sig- 
nal officer, and Maj. Kean, chief sur- 
geon. Capt. Hepburn's case is seri- 
ous, btit Maj. Kean’s is light. Mrs 
Edmunds, wife of the late Maj. Frank 

H. Edmunds, is convalescent. She 
has not yet been told of the death of 
her husband. 

Havana has developed only three 
cases thus far, in spite of the gloomy 
predictions of what would occur a* 
soon as the rainy season, from which 
the city did not suffer last year, wa* 
really' at hand. 

El Cubano says: “The Cubans have 
a right to object to the .expenditure 
of money' for sanitary mea.sures in- 
tended to protect the lives of Ameri- 
cans, as they do not themselves take 
•yellow fever. la such circumstancef 
large expenditures can not be justi* 
fled.”

Jndue Zlaimerinaa Makes a Rallag 

That Arrests Made By Possa* 
men Are llleunl Cnlesa in 
Case of a Riot. 

St. Louis, June 24. — In accordance 
with instructions issued by the board 
of police commissioners to Sheriff 
Pohlman, the posse comitatus will be 
reduced to 500 men. It w'as decided 
by the police board that the time had 
come when a large body of armed 
men were no longer needed to pre- 
nor\e the peace. The men will be pa- 
roled, subject to call in case of trou- 
ble. Unless the situation grows worse, 
the men will not be recalled until the 
Fourth of July, when it is expected 
about 1,500 men will be on duty. 

Cars are run on every' division of 
the Transit Co.’s lines w'ithout moles- 
tation. 

Ora Havill, an employ'e of the Tran- 
sit Co., who for several weeks has 
been acting as private detective, was 
arrested on suspicion of having been 
connected with the dynamite explo- 
sions which have occurred along the 
lines of the Transit Co. On informa- 
tion furnished by' Ilavill tnat he had 
overheard a conversation between 
two men in which arrangements were 
l>eing made to destroy the Des Peres 
river bridge on the Delmar branch of 
the Transit Co., Chief of Police 
Campbell assigned officers to watch 
the bridge. 

Judge Zimmerman made a ruling in 
the South St. Louis police court that 
arrests made by' members of the sher- 
iff’s posse are illegal unless in case of 
a riot or in crowds. 

St. Loui.s. June 24. — Sheriff Pohlman 
Saturday' began reducing the force 
of deputies on duty to 500, under or- 
ders issued Friday' by' the board of 
police commissioners. The men not 
needed arc being given furloughs un- 
til July' 4, when the whole force will 
be on duty' again. The whole posse 
numbers 1,226 men and 75 officers. 

The examination of witnesses by 
the coroner in the inquiry as to the 
responisibility' for the death of the 
three strikers killed Sunday', June 10, 
was resumed Saturday. 

St. Louis, June 25. — Sunday was the 
most quiet and uneventful day* since 
the great street railway' strike began 
on May 8. Cars were run on all the 
branches of the Transit Co.’s system 
without molestation, and thousands 
of persons, despite the rain tha* fell 
at intervals throughout the day, rode 
to and from the parks and other 
pleasure resorts. Many of the strikers 
went to Belleville, 111., and attended a 
picnic given for their benefit there. 

This week will see the force of dep- 
uty sheriffs on duty' reduced to 500 
men, who will be kept on guard wher- 
ever the necessity exists for their 
presence. Many' members of the posse 
will be discharged outright, but the 
names of 1,000 men (500 in addition 
to those retained for active duty') will 
l>e kept on the rolls for an emergen- 
cy. The total number will be called 
on duty' on July' 4. 

J. H. S<-ilson, a motorman in the 
employ of the St. LouLs Transit Co., 
died as the result of wounds received 
in a riot in South St, Louis on May 
29. He came from Hastings, Neb., 
where it is sxiid a family' survives him. 

Demaad for liideainltr Renewed. 

Constant inople, June 25. — Lloyd C. 
Griscom, United States charge d’af- 
faires, pre.sented a fresh note to the 
Ottoman government, insisting upon 
an immediate reply to the demand of 
the I’nited States for a .settlement of 
the indemnity in connection with the 
losses of .Americans at the time of 
the .\rmenian massacres. .Although 
vigorously phrased, the note is not an 
ultimatum. It is said, however, to 
have been a disagreeable surprise to 
the porte, testifying as it does to the 
intention of the United States gov- 
ernment to pursue this matter of in- 
demnity' to the end. 

Terrible Heed of a Madmaa. 

Cedar Rapids, la., June 25.— Charles 
Mefford, a lunatic, 27 years old, es- 
caped from his home Saturday' night. 
Early' Sunday' morning he plunged 
through a window at the home of 
James Fitzsimmons and, armed with 
an ax. split open the head of Fitzsim- 
mons and seriously injured Mrs, Fitz- 
simmons and daughter Kate. Jo.seph 
Drake, a n» ighbor, who came to their 
assistance, was struck over the head 
and probably fatally injured. Mefford 
then fled. After running several 
blocks he fired a bullet through his 
l»*ft breast, and as the police came 
upon him he put a second bullet 
through his head, dy'ing instantly. 

Saieided In a Cemetery. 

New I’rague. Minn., June 25.— The 
dead body of .Maj. Charles M. Schae- 
ftr, major in the 14th Minnesota vol- 
unteers during the Spanish war and a 
retired officer of the regular army, 
was found in the cemetery in this 
place. A bullet wound in the head 
and a revolvei- l>eside the body indi- 
cated suicide. Maj. Schaefer was 42 
years of age. 

HnKn Killed Him. 

Mishawaka, Ind., June 24. — H. W. 
.Markham, a tenant on the Halcomb 
farm, was found dead in a barnyard. 
The body wad terribly mutilated and 
partly eaten by hogs. .Markham’s 
wife went to Chicago Tuesday, leav- 
ing him alone. The theory is that 
the hogs attacked and killed him.

S HE USED to say that she bad not 
known a well day since tl>e C'hrist- 
tnas Eve our old house burned down.

“OLD TIMBER WOOD.** 

An Old Attorney '%%'liOBe Love of Matlr* 
Often Oot Him In Tronble 
with the Court. 

In the days antedating railroads in 
northern Iowa, the days of saloons 
and circuit courts, a certain ponder- 
ous judge was for nian^' years ac- 
companied oil his rounds by District 
•\ttorney Wowl, popularly known as 
Old Timber Wood. He had been chris- 
tened Timothy, the name was cur- 
tailed to Tim and by ea.sy evolution 
developed into Timber, says Harper’s 
Magazine. 

Old Timber Wood was a unique and 
interesting character; rough but dig- 
nified. of .sound intellect, gifted with a 
keen sense of humor and far surpass- 
ing in mental acumen his professional 
superior, whom, however, he usually 
treated before the world with an al- 
most ostentatious deference. They 
were the warmest friends, the feeling 
between them was romantically ten- 
der, notwithstanding that they had 
frequent and violent public fallings 
out. 

The judge, who was entirely lack- 
ing in personal dignity, really needed 
the support of his friend’s deferential 
attitude to keep him in countenance, 
and when it w’as temporarily removed. 
Old Timber Wood’s love of satire oc- 
casionally betraying him into sacri- 
lege. known as “contempt of court,” 
he w'as stung to fury and promptly 
punished the offense. Many a fine had 
the attorney been subjected to for 
his incautious witticiins. Being in a 
constant state of impecuniosity. he in- 
variably applied to the judge himself 
for money to pay these assessments, 
a favor which was never refused, the 
fact that he must humble himself to 
ask It suftiicently restoring his hon- 
or’s complacencj'. The judge was of 
a thirst^' habit, and frequently left 
the bench, substituting WoimI in his 
place as an old-time schoolmaster sub- 
stituted one of the large boys when 
he wished to absent himself from tho 
room, and stepped out to refresh him- 
self at a neighboring saloon.

THE CHILDREN*S ROOM. 

— , 

It Shovid Be Made a Plaee of Beaatg 
laatead of for Cast»01f 
Farnitarc. 

If there be any room in the honse 
which is destined to receive the over- 
flow of furniture, broken and mis- 
matched odds and ends, you may de- 
pend upon it that room is the nursery 
or “children’s room,” says the San 
Francisco Chronicle. 

Many mothers wonder why their lit- 
tle sons and daughters are so fond of 
running the streets, preferring always 
to be out of the house and awaj' from 
home. Exercise in the open aiir is the 
best exercise, but everything can be 
overdone, and the children should be 
taught that some part of each day must 
be spent indoors. 

It d-oes not always occur to parents 
that the simplest explanation of their 
children’s desire to be forever on the 
go is because they have no place at 
home sufficiently attractive to hold 
them there. 

The nursery should be made a place 
of beauty to the little ones. Instead 
of half-worn and cast-off furniture it 
should be furnished with an entirely 
new set. Oak furniture is never expen- 
.sive, and is bright and cheerful in a liv- 
ing room. 

One of the prettiest adjuncts to a 
child’s room is a picture screen. Make 
the screen of plain blue or red denim 
on a light wood frame and fasten the 
pictures on it with small brass paper 
clamps. Every child! has its own col- 
lection of photographs and picture 
cards, and when these are arranged 
artistically the effect is dainty. 

A toy closet with ample shelf room 
is another requisite of the nurserj'. 
The children should be taught that 
this closet must be kept in order or it 
will soon show an accumulation of lit- 
ter. A weekly renovating will keep it 
fairly clean. 

If there bo cushions in the nursery 
they should have good strong covers 
of denim fastened on bj' buttons and 
button holes so that, they can be read- 
ily removed and laundered, when soiled. 

The dFaperies for the small toilet ta- 
bles, curtains, etc., should be of fine 
white muslin, capable of enduring in- 
numerable washings. It is well to have 
two sets if possible, so that they may 
be changed every week or so and kept 
in spotless cleanliness. 

There is no color so %'aluable in deco- 
ration as blue, nor one from which so 
many schemes may be evolved. For a 
sunny room blue may be used entirely, 
as far as wall papers, carpets or 
draperies are concerned, or blue and 
green. 

A blue and green room looks best 
with green stained furniture, and is 
more appropriate for a library or bed>- 
room, but as this furniture is found 
sometimes in fflning-rooms and halls 
it may be used there also. For a hall 
blue “Delamere” paper lends itself well 
to a bine and green scheme, but the 
green must be carefully chosen, as far 
as curtains are concerned. 

lAn artistic though inexpensive din- 
ing-room for a small house can be well 
carried out in blue and green. As there 
will be but little space the walls may be 
painted in pale blue, and the wood- 
work should be in a deeper shade.
